IN  THE  LAST  TEN  YEARS,  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  REVENUE,  THROUGH  THE  EFhORTS  ' 

of  the  Bureau  of  Highway  Safety,  has  endeavored  to  build  substantial  interest  in 

THE  SEVERE  PROBLEM  OF  HIGHWAY  ACCIDENTS, 


What  was  needed  was  a movement  to  give  impetus  to  and  crystallize 

OFFICIAL  AND  PUBLIC  SENTIMENT  AS  TO  THE  NECESSITY  FOR  UN  I VERSAL  INTEREST  IN  HIGH- 
WAY SAFETY  ON^THE  PART  OF  ALL  OF  OUR  CITIZENS, 


After  very  earnest  consideration  of  the  whole  problem,  Governor  duff 

BECAME  CONVINCED  OF  THE  SOUNDNESS  OF  A PROGRAM  COORDINATED  FROM  THE  STATE  LEVEL, 

and  on  September  2,  1948,  authorized  the  formation  of  the  Governor's  Highway  safety 
Advisory  Committee  and  appointed  Arthur  G.  Burgoyne,  executive  Assistant,  depart- 
ment of  Revenue,  Ivan  Stehman,  Chief  of  Highway  safety  education,  department  of 
Public  Instruction,  Colonel  C.  m.  Wilhelm,  commissioner,  Pennsylvania  State  Police, 
W.  H.  Herman,  Chief  Research  Engineer,  Department  cf  Highways,  t.  Elmer  Transeau, 
Director,  Bureau  of  Highway  Safety,  as  members,  at  the  same  time  designating  otto 
F.  Messner,  Acting  Secretary  of  Revenue,  as  chairman. 


The  functions  of  this  Committee  are  indicated  clearly  sy  its  title. 
The  Committee  receives  and  examines  all  suggestions  pertaining  to  highway  safety 
transmitted  to  it  by  officials  and  citizens,  and  makes  recommendations  to  the 
Governor  regarding  such  proposals  as  are  considered  sound  and  feasible.  It  also 
pursues  studies  as  to  the  best  means  for  combating  the  rising  tide  of  traffic  acci- 
dents. 


The  response  to  the  formation  of  the  committee  and  its  actions  to 
date  by  the  Support  groups  interested  in  highway  safety,  has  been  gratifying  to 
all.  Already  several  support  organizations  have  enlarged  and  improved  their  safety 

PROGRAMS,  IN  ORDER  to  COORDINATE  THEIR  ACTIVITIES  WITH  the  OFFICIAL  STEPS  8EING 
TAKEN.  It  is  NOW  BELIEVED  THAT  THIS  FNCOURAGING  START  will  I .FAD  TO  NUMEROUS  WORTH- 
WHILE ACTIVITIES  BY  SUPROn T GROUPS  |N  THE  FUTURE. 
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ORGANIZATION 


SUMMARY 


The  Governor’s  Highway  Safety  Advisory  committee  was  appointed  by 
Governor  Duff  in  order  to  create  an  agency  able  to  coordinate  and  give  direction 
to  highway  safety  activities  throughout  the  commonwealth. 

The  3 "E’s"  of  safety  - Education,  Engineering,  and  enforcement  - 

ARE  WELL  REPRESENTED  BY  THE  COMMITTEE  MEMBERS  WHO  WERE  APPOINTED  FROM  THE  DEPART- 
MENT of  Highways,  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  department  of  Revenue,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Police. 

Because  of  the  size  of  the  commonwealth  and  the  extent  of  the  state 
Highways  (more  than  all  the  New  England  States  combined)  it  was  decided  to  modify 

THE  ORGANIZATION  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  PRESIDENT’S  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  CONFERENCE.  THE 

State  was  divided  into  4 districts,  coincident  with  the  state  police  squadrons, 

HEADED  BY  FIELD  COMMITTEES  COMPRISED  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  FROM  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 

Highways,  Revenue,  Instruction,  Pennsylvania  state  Police,  anb  Pennsylvania  police 
Chiefs  Association.  A labor  representative  was  later  added  as  an  ex-officio  ?4ember. 
These  field  committees  have  the  primary  duty  to  coordinate,  organize,  assist,  and 
guide  local  safety  organizations  within  the  district. 

Realizing  that  any  safety  program  must  have  public  support  to  be 

EFFECTIVE,  MORE  THAN  40  STATE-WIDE,  PUBLIC-SPIRITED  ORGANIZATIONS  WERE  CALLED 
UPON  TO  SUPPORT  THE  GOVERNOR'S  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  PROGRAM  AND  TO  FURNISH  THE  NAMES 
OF  SAFETY-MINDED  INDIVIDUALS  THROUGHOUT  THE  COMMONWEALTH.  MORE  THAN  OF  THESE 

ORGANIZATIONS  PLEDGED  SUPPORT  OF  THE  PROGRAM  AND  SOME  ORGANIZATIONS,  SUCH  AS  THE 

Pennsylvania  State  Exchange  Clubs,  voluntarily  offered  their  support. 

The  names  of  safety-minded  individuals  obtained  were  then  turned 

OVER  TO  THE  SUB-COMMITTEES  TO  BE  USED  AS  A NUCLEUS  FOR  LOCAL  SAFETY  ORGANIZATIONS. 

The  Committee  then  held  a conference  with  delegates  from  the  support 
groups  to  obtain  their  views  on  the  ways  and  means  of  promoting  highway  safety. 

One  of  the  suggestions  most  emphasized  was  the  necessity  for  uniformity  of  direction 
and  coordination  of  details.  From  this  was  evolved,  at  the  last  Committee  meeting, 
January  ii,  1949,  the  recommendation  that  a support  group  committee,  comprised  of 
representatives  from  each  of  the  supporting  groups,  be  formed. 

Thus  the  field  committees  will  now  have,  through  the  medium  of  the 
support  group  committees,  a more  efficient  means  of  guiding  and  assisting  local 

SAFETY  ORGANIZATIONS.

SAFETY  FROM  THE  PULPIT 


THE  FIELD  COMMITTEE  FOR  WESTERN  PENNSYLVANIA,  UNDER  THE  LEADERSHIP 

of  Captain  J.  G.  McCann,  has  appealed  to  the  Protestent  and  catholic  Clergy  for 

ASSISTANCE  IN  COMBATTING  TRAFFIC  ACCIDENTS.  THE  EXTENT  OF  THE  RESPONSE  IS  NOT 
YET  KNOWN.  HOWEVER,  SEVERAL  SAFETY  ARTICLES  HAVE  APPEARED  IN  CHURCH  BULLETINS 
AND  INQUIRIES  FROM  CLERGYMEN  HAVE  INDICATED  AN  INTENSE  INTEREST  IN  THE  SUBJECT 
OF  HIGHWAY  SAFETY,  PARTICULARLY  WITH  REFERENCE  TO  THE  DRINKING  DRIVER. 
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A STATEMENT  OF  POLICY  01  THE  FORMATION  OF 
LOCAL  SAFETY  ORGANIZATIONS 


The  committee  believes  that  immediate  emphasis  should  be  made 
on  the  formation  of  County  Safety  Committees  or  Councils;  that  the 
support  and  cooperation  of  County  officials  be  solicited;  that  offi- 
cial representat ives  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Police,  Department  of 
Highways,  and  Department  of  Public  Instruction  be  included  in  the 
County  Committee. 

Field  committees  should  not  interfere  or  attempt  to  set  uo 
oarallel  organizations  where  a county  already  has  an  existing  active 

safety  organization.  However,  cooperation  and  guidance  should  be  ex- 
tended to  such  organizations.

THE  ROLE  OF  THE  FEW  COMMITTEE 


We  are  all  farm  liar  with  the  old  fable  about  the  bundle  of  sticks  that,  singly, 
were  easily  broken,  but  bound  together  could  not  be  broken  at  all,  and  most  of  us  realize 
that  m unity  there  is  strength. 


If  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  are  similarly  unified  in  a common  attack  on  traffic 
accidents,  sufficient  strength  can  be  mustered  to  reduce  the  traffic  accident  to  the  status  of 
an  unusual  occurrence , rather  than  the  common  everyday  matter  that  it  is  today. 


The  two  factors  necessary  to  unity  are  a cause  for  which  to  fight , and  leader- 
ship to  organize.  Think  of  Washington,  at  Valley  Forge.  What  were  the  forces  that  kept  this 
band  of  ill-clad,  ill-fed  soldiers  from  deserting  that  mntry  battle-grouvd ,?  the  great 
personal  leadership  of  ('-eneral  Washington  organized  this  motley  group  ini  gave  direction  to 
its  efforts,  but  the  great  cause,  Liberty,  was  the  mucilage  that  caused  it  to  stick  together 
and  gave  it  purpose. 


The  Field  Committee  must  likewise  provide  the  leadership  thit  organizes  and 
directs  the  efforts  of  all  along  a common  path.  But  unless  the  people  can  be  made  to  em- 
brace the  cause  of  highway  safety  as  a cause  for  which  we  must  fight,  then  no  appreciable 
results  can  be  attained. 


The  effects  of  Public  opinion  can  be  compared  to  a fall  of  ram  - if  it  is 
spread  out  its  force  is  soon  dissipated.  But  dig  ditches  so  the  water  runs  into  one  area 
and  you  have  a Lake  of  potential  pouer.  Then  let  the  winds  whip  over  this  lake  and  stir 
it  up  and  it  breaks  out  to  become  a raging  river  of  force  sleeping  everything  before  it. 

The  ram  is  public  opinion,  the  lake  is  public  opinion  brought  together  by  a cause,  and  the 
river  is  public  opinion  with  leadership. 


The  relief  of  human  misery  and  suffering  resulting  from  traffic  accidents  is  a 
worthy  cause.  The  public  must  be  made  to  embrace  it  and  be  led  alone  the  paths  that  will 
produce  results.  This  is  the  role  of  the  Field  Committee.
